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1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: it 
is initially noted that pages 6-10 of the specification have been rewritten as claim 1, such that 
approximately 50 pieces are set forth in claim 1 alone. Certain of these pieces (for instance the 
bearings, pull rod/drawbar, bias springs, spindle bearings, and power source) are quite common 
in the prior art devices. Several of the references of record incorporate clutches in the 
mechanisms to reciprocate their pull rods. However, due to the great number of parts set forth in 
claim 1, none of the references of record are even moderately close to showing all of this 
structure, and there is no suggestion to combine any of the references of record to obtain the 
device of claim 1 .
